and Effe&, upon his Majeſty. 

It 15a Libel upon the Hoxſe-of Peers.by the Culling out 
of fo many Lerdsby Name,under the Title of Proteſtants, 
and Repreſenting in that number only Two Biſhops, that 
is to ſay, Hereford and Lincoln, implying all the reſt to be 
Papiſts. In the Houſe of Commons, he tells us of Penſioners 
who Voted by Contents, got Bills to Paſs againſt the Common 
Good, &c. | 

And then he deſcends tothe Bexch,and the Jury,where 
he brings in the Pope,ſpeaking of the Prieſts and Jeſuits

He has preſented the world with 87x Towzers, and 
L'Eſtrange with Four Fair pair of Gallows. 

Here's nothing hitherto, but what may very well paſs 
for the Preanible toa Conſpiracy, and he that conſiders 
his Haunts, the Company he wept, the Acceſs he had to

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the Private Cabals arid Conſultations of the FaQtion:; to- 
gether with his forwardneſs to thruſt himſelf into all Po- 
pular Brawls and Corteſts, and that Stubborn Obſtinacy 
which was natural-to him, will uadoubtedly look upon 
him as an inſtrument every way qualihed for ſuch a pur- 
poſe.

And finally, The diſclaiming of a Deſign againſt any other 
perſon goes a little too far methinks; for by his own Con« 
feſlion there wasa Deſign carried on againſt the Papiſts. 

It would be proper enough in this place to render ſome 

Account of his Deportment at Oxford in the Priſon. He 
was, at firſt coming, Stubborn and Captious, Infiſting up- 
on the Rights of an Ergliſh-marn,and Menacing his Keeper 
till he was brought to better Terms, by telling b .m plain- 
ly what he was totruſt to, Nothing put him more out of 
Patience, than telling him of his P;@zres. In his behavi- 
our 1n Company heſeem'd always to be very little con- 
cern'd; but his Keeper fays he had terrible Agonies when 
he was by himſelf that kept him waking ſometimes whole 
nights. A little before he dy'd, Mr. Gregory the Sheriff 
came into his R@om withan Order to have his Body de- 
liver'd whole to his Friends. Upon the ſight of the Seal, 
he leapt from his Bed with a great deal of Joy 3 expedt- 
ing it migkt have been a Pardon; but upon finding the 
miſtake, he tkrew himſelf down again ina deep Diſquiet. 
He ſays in his Dying words ( Printed for E. College) That 
the Meſſenger who brought him the Meſlage of hisDeath, 
told him he might ſave his Life, if he would confeſs who 
was the cauſe of his coming to Oxford, and upon what 
Account, which was 11| done of the Meſſenger; tor it was 
not only without, but contrary to Orders. 

He was in the main very ignorant of any thing of Ae- 
ligion; and he would fay that he found, and that he was 
grided by the Spirit ; and this was his perpetual Refuge. 
What Principles he had were Enthnſiaſtical, As for In- 
| E'2 _-. fame 
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ſtance, He ſaid that Eating and Drinking in the Euchariſt, 
and ſo waſhing in Baptiſm was to be underſtood in a Spi- 
ritual Senfe, and. declar d that he receiv'd no benefit by 
the Prayers of the Church. He ſpake of the @akers as 
the people of God, and-particularly of one that: had been 
with him as. the honeſteſt man that ever he knew, It was re- 
ply'd tohim-by a Reverend Divine, that the Puakers de- 
ny'dinetfe&; Chriſtianity it ſelf: Asthe Two Sacraments, 
and a Succeſſion of Miniſters, And next they deny'd both 
the Divinity, and SatisfaFion of our Saviour 5 naming 
Pex,whom College (aid he very well knew,but did not own. 
him in that Principal. His Favourite - was Mr. Baxter, 

whom he heard more than Dr. Owen'z and his Opinion 
was, that God had a Church in all the SeFs in England,

> many Virulent and Audacious Qutrages-upon the 
Perleys and Dignity of his Majeſty, and the very Form, as 
weſl as the Adminiſtration of the Government. It remains 
now only to be conſidered how far the MalefaCtor was
